Happily, the world has reached a 
degree of intellectual freedom, and 
by the exercise of reason, it is now 
possible fairly to estimate the part 
played by Voltaire in the cause of 
humanity. 


Judged by the more exacting 
standards of this age, Voltaire’s 
character provokes contemptuous 
criticisms; he was vain, unscrupu- 
lous, and sensual, but these char- 
acteristics were common in the 


eighteenth century, and flourished 
abundantly in the courts, in the 
church, and among the pillars of 


society; but his moral courage, his 
passionete hatred of injustice and 
superstition, and his broad human 


sympathies raised him immeasurab- 
ly above his contemporaries. 

Voltaire understood, as few writ- 
ers have done, the penetrating power 
of mockery and ridicule as weapons 
in the warfare against the evils and 
corruptions which oppressed society, 
and it was the consummate use of 
this power that gained for him the 
vatred of iastics and the priv- 
ged classes, but his fearless ex- 
posure of injustice, superstition and 
hypocrisy fired the imaginations of 
men who were blindly groping for 
political and intellectual freedom. 

Voltaire has been accused of 
atheism times without number, but 
a complete denial of this charge is 
supplied in his own confession of 
faith made shortly before his death: 
“IT die adoring God, loving my 
friends, not hating my enemies, and 
detesting superstition.” 

The good people of Geneva inte!- 
ligently appreciate the genius of this 
great man, and do honor to his mem- 
ory by the preservation of the house 
in which he worked with unflagging 
zeal and inexhaustible energy for 
many y :

HEALTH SERVICE OF THE CAN- 
ADIAN MEDICAL ASSOCIA 
TION—RABIES 


There are certain diseases which, 
although they are comparatively 
rare and are responsible for but few 
deaths, attract attention because of 
the sufferings which they cause and 
our inability to cure them. For ex- 
ample, we think of rabies with hor 
ror, not because it is a common dis 
euse on many 
deaths, but for the reason that when 
it does occur, we find ourselves help 
less. your fitness otherwise. 

The reason why we refer to this 
particular disease is not in order to 
cause a thrill of horror, but to re- 
mind our readers that rabies can be 
prevented The time between the 
oceurrence of the bite and the de 
velopment of symptoms—the incuba- 
tion period—varies a good deal; the 
F in man is about forty days, 
he disease is to be prevented, it 
necessary that the treatment, 
which by the new Semple method 
tukes fourteen days, be completed, 
ind that fifteen days be allowed for 
the full development of the protec 
tion which the treatment gradually 
produces. In order to secure the 
ssary twenty-nine days before® 
the symptoms develop, it is essential 
that treatment be started at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Persons who are bitten by animals 
should immediately consult their 
physician in regard to treatment. 
The doctor will cauterize the wound 
with fuming nitric acid and will ad- 
v as to the Pasteur preventive 
treatment after considering the cir- 
cumstance 

The animal responsible should not 
be killed, but should be captured and 
kept. If it has rabies, it will die in 
a few days. If after ten days, the 
animal shows no symptoms, this is 
that it is not suffering
